The prior art of record does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, in combination 
with the other limitations of the independent claims, a heating apparatus having an electrostatic 
adsorption function wherein a volume resistivity of the insulating layer is varied in a shape of a 
concentric circle in a plane.
